House adopts 
Clinton budget 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Mojori- 
ty Democrats pushed President 
Clinton’s Sl.Sl trillion federal bud- 
get for 1995 through the House. 
Thursday, ihou^ the spending plan 
would trim programs slightly more 
than the White House wonted. 

The measure, approved on' a 
mostly party-line 220-183 vote, fol- 
Jows.mosi of.Clinton’s fiscal priorir_ 
tics. It would slice defense, boost 
education and avoid new tax in- 
creases. It would also drop the 
deficit for fiscal 1995, which starts 
next-Oct. 1, to $175.4 billion, a six- 
year low. 

The blueprint, which sets tiroad 
spending limits but leaves decisions 
on specific programs for later, must 
next be approved by the Senate. 

Idaho's congressmen split their 
votes. Republican Mike Crapo voted 
against it. Democrat Larry LaRocco 
voted in favor of the measure. 

The plan, a compromise between 
the House and Senate, would trim 
unspecified programs by $13 billion 
more than Clinton wanted. — -

RUPERT - The City Council 
Thursday agreed to buy $19,600 
worth of chemicols to reduce the 
odor at.a.sewagepumping^iaUoiL 

Neighbors of the pumping station 
have complained of the smell of 
hydrogen sulfide gas since it was 
built three years ago. Public Works 
Director Don Dustin said. 

Meanwhile, (he city is studying 
whether to increase sewage rates, 
partly os a result of the high costs of 
the chemicals. Dustin said. 


Every, summer irrigation water 
seeps into the old sewer pipes, 
tripling Ihe amount of water coming 
into (he sewage plant - and that 
.requires the pumping station lo han- 
dle the excess, Dustin said. 

_ Thc'cx ccss wat er hits be en n prob- 
lem for the city for many deendes. In 
Ihe 1970s the federal Environmental 
Protection Agency warned the city to 
stop dumping the excess waste yvaicr 
into the Snake River. Dustin said. ' 
The station was built three years 
ago as part of a S3 million sewage 
treatment system improvement, 
Dustin said. 


The station is located at Ihe sewer 
piqnt four miles north of Rupert. Its 
three large pumps, move waste 
water from a collection vat lo sever- 
al lagoons outside of town. 

“We,.realizc that people out there 
should not have to l ive with the nox- 
ious smelling gus so wc’rc just trying 
to be good nei^bors,'' Dustin said. 

In other, business, the council 
agreed (6 spend SS.OOO to lest the 
amount of iron in a well that the city 
hopes lo use as its prime water 
source. 

The council plans a bond election 
in August,. Councilman Dwinellc 


Allred said. The council will put 
together a package of costs for the 
public at that lime, he said. 

Water rates will increa'sc to pay ' 
back the bond issue, Allred said. But 
he said he won't 'know how much 
rates will increase until a study of 
the COTts is'c^'plctcd. 

The city bought the well about ten 
years ago as part of the city’s plan 
for the next 20 years, Dustin said. 

The new well is larger that the 
city's current well, which is not at 
full capacity. Eventually the city 
would use the existing well as a sup- 
picmchtal well, Dusii^ said.

Movie theaters switch to healthier popcorn 


NI-W YORK (AP) — Pop! Go 
the calorics. ' • 

The major. theater chains say 
they will start popping popcorn in 
canola oil rather than artery-clog- 
ging coconut oil. One chain says it' 
will even 'begin offe'ring an air- 
popped alternative. 

The happy ending is in response 
to a report last week that movie 
popcorn is unacceptably high in 
saturated fat. 

"Oiir goal is to provide our 
patrons with a healthier choice at 


our concession stands,” .Sony 
Theaires-Lbews Theatres said 
Tue.sday. 

The New York-based chain, 
which has almost 1,000 screens in 
'I'S states, said the change would 
go into effect by May 13. 

Seventy percent of movie the- 
ater popcorn is made with saturat- 
ed fat-laden coconut oil, accord- 
ing to the Center for Science in 
Public Interest. A' typical small 
bag of theater popcorn, about 
seven cups, contains almost an 


entire day's allowance of saturat- 
ed fat. ■ 

A medium bucket with “butler” 
has 56 grams-of saturated fat .and 
. trans fatty acid, the center said. 
That’s more aricry-clogging fat 
than you get eating a bacon-and- 
eggs breakfast, a Big Mac. a large 
fries and a steak dinner with sour 
cream. 

. Coconut oil is 86 -percent satu- 
* rated fat; Canola 'olir while siill 
fat, is only 7 pcrcent>alurated fat. 

The nation’s largcsi theater 


chain. United Artists, said it will 
soon begin offering an air-popped 
alternative to its reguLar popcorn. 
The Denver-based chain operates 
2,240 ihcaicrs-in 32 states. 

AMC Enlcrlainrhcnt, based in 
Kansas City; Mo., .said it has been 
testing canola oil ,k>r popcorn in 
the Wc.si and will switch nation- 
.wide by month’s end.
